'ed by the Motion Picture Group 
from the U. C. L. A. film library. 
VALUE DEMONSTRATED 

Speaking on “Trends in Educa- 
tional Films,” Mr. Evans told of 
the increasing efforts being made 
toward a wider distribution and 
more general use of the education- 
al film and by way of demonstrat- 
ing the value of such pictures he 
showed and analyzed several short 
films, 

A symphony orchestra film de- 
signed to point out and develop an 
appreciation for the higher type 
of music was shown first. This was 
followed by a compiled news ree}. 
Among other things this film 
shows the actual march of Hitler’s 
troops into Austria and gives more 
accurately and without biag the 
actual happenings than any writ- 
ten history might do when it 
reached the school children several 
years hence, 

The Austrian populace is seen 
crowding the streets and _high- 
ways, cheering loudly and giving 
the Nazi salute to the conqueror, 
but on the faces of the people the 
candid camera records the expres- 
sions of fear and hcrror that the 
cheers and salutes cannot conceal. 

A third film, with exceptionally 
beautiful photography, shows the 
life of Navojo children as they mi- 
grate with their tribe from one 
feeding ground to another. This 
is the first in a series of pictures 
being made showing children 
around the world. 

FEATURE FILM 

The feature film, one of the most 
spectacular non-fiction pictures 
ever made, showed the extensive 
and minutely careful preparations 
made by a scientific expedition be- 
fore starting an attempt to scale 
the world’s highest mountain peak, 
Mt. Everest in the Himalayas, and 
followed with the hazardous and 
tragic ascent. 

Toiling over dangerous ice cliffs 
in terrific winds the climbers are 
shown as they advance step by 
step up the mountain side. Thei;. 
permanent ce<ep 1s shown, where 
thé Méi rested before starting the 
last climb from Which they did 
not return. The cameramen, fol- 
lowing the leaders, succeeded in 
reaching an altitude of 25,000 feet, 
but could get their instruments no 
farther, 

Using a circular telescopic lens, 
they were able to photograph the 
intrepid climbers at 27,000 feet, 
the men showing in the film as 
mere black dots moving slowly up 
the vast fields of ice and snow. The 
winds were blowing with hurricane 
velccity and the snow flew in 
blinding clouds. Then came an un- 
usually vicious blast and when the 
snow cloud cleared away, there 
were no black dots moving up the 
mountain. All efforts to find the 
men failed. 

PICTURE OF SUMMIT 

The cameramen were able to get 
an excellent picture of the 29,000 
foct summit of Mt. Everest, the 
only picture ever made of the peak, 
The film clearly shows the “plume” 
on the crest, the great swirl ot 
windswept snow that eternally 
twists and writhes above the z 











of the mighty mountain. 

The audience was held _ spell- 
bound by this picture and no one 
seeing it ever would need to strug- 
gle over a geography text book to 
memorize facts about the Hima- 
laya mountains. 

There were many children in the 
audience and their enthusiastic re- 
ception of all the pictures was suf- 
ficient proof of the effectiveness of 
their visual educational value.
